MEAT  AND  ROODS 

No  animals  have  been  slaughtered  in  the  District  for  human  consumption 
during  the  year,  requirements  of  the  local  butchers  being  met  from  the  Stamford 
Abattoir. 

The  food  condemned  comprised  one  goose  affected  with  tumours  and  10  lbs.  of 
imported  ox  kidneys  in  a state  of  decomposition. 

Preserved  Food,  Etc.,  Food  and  Drugs  Act

FACTORIES 

There  are  no  changes  in  the  Register  to  report  during  the  year  and  it  has 
not  been  necessary  to  issue  any  Notices. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES,  DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  there  have  been  no  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  requiring  investigation  or  disinfection  neither  has  it  been  necessary  to 
take  any  action  in  respect  of  verminous  persons  or  premises. 

NEW  BUILDING-S 

The  recession  in  the  building  trade  showed  itself  to  some  extent  during  the 
year  and  is  reflected  both  in  the  number  of  plans  deposited  and  dwellings 
completed.  123  plans  were  deposited  of  whicn  93  were  approved,  25  were  exempt 
from  Building  Byelaws,  4 were  disapproved  and  1 deferred.  The  approved  plans 
included  those  for  40  private  dwellings  comprising  33  at  Ketton,  3 at  Ryhall, 

2 at  Little  Casterton,  1 at  Tinwell  and  1 at  Tixover.  30  private  dwellings  were 
completed  during  the  year  comprising  22  at  Ketton,  6 at  Ryhall,  1 at  Little 
Casterton  and  1 at  Tinwell.  14  bungalows  for  elderly  persons  were  completed  by 
the  Council  at  Ketton. 
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SCAVENGING 


This  service  has  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  during  the  year  with  very 
few  complaints  and  the  hiring  of  standard  dustbins  continued  to  be  a popular  service. 
At  the  end  of  June  the  vehicle  hired  by  the  Council  came  to  the  end  of  its  contract 
period  and  it  was  decided  to  purchase  a new  vehicle  from  Shelvoke  and  Drewery  (fore 
and  aft  tipping  20  cu.  yds)  with  power  press  for  compaction  of  refuse  to  deal  with 

the  ever-increasing  bulk  of  light-weight  refuse  in  the  form  of  metal,  plastic  and 

cardboard  containers  of  every  description.  The  vehicle  is  giving  very  satisfactory 
service. 

The  problem  of  disposal  continues.  Establishment  of  a tip  seems  immediately 
to  attract  unauthorised  dumping  of  unwanted  material  from  all  directions  and  in 
the  case  of  the  tip  at  Tinwell  this  nuisance  has  on  occasions  reached  such 

dimensions  that  the  Council's  own  vehicle  could  not  gain  access.  The  problem  of 

keeping  the  tips  tidy  is  aggravated  by  the  diminishing  quantity  of  ashes  in 
household  refuse. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

It  is  with  regret  that  I report  again  no  positive  progress  in  respect  of  schemes 
for  sewering  Tinwell  and  Essendine  and  enlarging  the  Ryhall  Works.  The  sludge 
problem  at  Ryhall  became  so  acute  that  emergency  measures  were  taken  to  clear  the 
temporary  lagoon  and  to  pump  the  sludge  onto  an  adjoining  field.  The  subsequent 
effect  on  crops  in  this  field  is  being  watched  with  interest.  Good  progress  was 
made  with  the  Great  Casterton  scheme  and  at  one  time  it  appeared  that  completion 
before  the  end  of  1965  would  be  possible  but  inclement  weather  early  in  the  winter 
made  this  achievement  impossible  and  therefore  no  premises  were  connected  before 
the  end  of  the  year  although  the  Works  was  substantially  complete. 

During  the  year  a further  46  premises  were  connected  to  the  sewer  at  Ketton 
and  throughout  the  district  a total  of  24  pail  closets  were  abolished  and  replaced 
by  water  closets. 

RAG  FLOCK  ACT 

There  are  no  registrations  in  force  in  the  District. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT 

There  are  no  licensed  premises  in  the  District. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

I have  reoeived  from  the  Water  Boards  the  results  of  129  water  samples  taken 
during  the  year  for  bacteriological  examination;  of  these  118  were  satisfactory,  3 
were  suspicious  and  8 were  unsatisfactory.  A chemical  analysis  of  a private  supply 
in  the  Parish  of  Pickworth  was  satisfactory. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  death  of  the  Rodent  Officer  previously  operating  as  a combined  officer  for 
the  whole  County  necessitated  making  new  arrangements.  It  was  decided  to  employ  a 
private  firm  under  contract  to  deal  with  pest  control  in  future.  The  arrangement 
was  brought  into  use  in  June  and  has  worked  well.  In  all  30  complaints  were 
received  of  which  29  related  to  rats  and  1 to  mice,  23  of  the  premises  concerned 
being  dwelling  houses  for  which  the  Council  offers  a free  treatment  service.  The 
total  number  of  infested  properties  treated  v/as  36. 

HOUSING  INSPECTION 

23  Unfit  houses  were  dealt  with  during  the  year  but  little  was  achieved 
regarding  the  ’Long  Row'  area,  Ketton,  owing  to  divided  opinion  between  the 
desirability  of  redevelopment  of  the  site  or  reconstruction  of  the  houses. 

Two  further  areas  embracing  62  to  70  High  Street,  Ketton,  and  various  houses  in 
Aldgate,  Ketton,  including  the  'Ten  Row’  were  under  consideration  as  further  sitbs 
for  redevelopment  or  reconstruction.  The  problem  of  housing  the  aged  was  further 
assisted  by  the  completion  of  14  bungalows  at  Ketton,  bringing  the  total 
accommodation  for  elderly  persons  in  this  District  to  46.  A good  figure  but  one 
which  has  by  no  means  exhausted  the  present  demand. 
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During  the  year  10  houses  were  brought  up  to  Discretionary  Grant  Standard  and 
2 to  the  Standard  Grant  requirements,  17  applications  for  Grants  resulted  in  the 
award  of  12  Discretionary  Grants  and  5 Standard  Grants  including  one  for  enhanced 


Grant  for  the  erection  of  a bathroom.

MOVABLE  DVfELLINGS 

No  additional  sites  have  been  licensed  during  the  year.  One  site  was 
discovered  unlicensed  and  in  use  permanently  for  a single  caravan.  The  occupants 
were  rehoused  by  the  Council  and  the  site  closed. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS 

As  a result  of  widespread  complaints  of  a smell  of  petrol  fumes  in  the  vicinity 
of  licensed  petrol  tanks  at  Ketton  a leaking  tank  was  discovered.  Immediate  measures 
were  taken  for  this  tank  to  be  emptied,  filled  with  water  and  the  surrounding  soil 
chemically  decontaminated.  The  licence  for  this  tank  was  cancelled.

CLEAN  FOOD  REGULATIONS 

A general  survey  of  food  premises  including  canteens  and  licensed  premises 
with  special  regard  to  those  selling  meals  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Conditions  were  generally  satisfactory  but  in  one  case  action  was  taken  to  secure 
improved  washing  accommodation  at  a licensed  premises  and  a satisfactory  scheme  was 
submitted  by  the  Brewers  concerned.
